ses of Prof. Henry E. Sheppard and of 
Mr. M. J. Nolley, of Baltimore. It 
should be remembered tlmt these addrns- 
ses were spoken by Southern men and 
that they present the Southern aspect 
of the battle and more particularly, in 
some portion! of them, of tbe war itself. 
We believe that both will be read with 
interest whether or not all who read will 
agree with everything that waa said. 


Professor Sheppard's Tribute. 


Following Colonel Lane, Prof. Henry 


E. Sheppard, of Baltimore, spoke. 
Pro- 


fessor Sheppard paid a high tribute to 
Mr. John Wilbur Jenkins, secretary of 
the society, to whose untiring labors the 
success of Ihe celebration was laigely 
due, anil said iu part: 


"The entire Confederate loss in the 


battle of Gettysburg is estimated at 23,- 
090, or about one-third of Lee'd army 
engaged in the conflict. 
The figures 


aro drawn from the most authentic 
records and their accuracy may be con- 
ceded without essential modification'or 
change in either direction. 
Nearly 


2.GOO Confederates were killed upon the 
Held. O£ this number our own State 
lost 700, more than one-fourth of the 
entire array that passed to an instan- 
taneous death. From 14,000 to 15,000 
Confederates were wounded. Including 
her killed North Carolina lost at Get- 
tysburg nearly 5,000 men, between one- 
fourth and ont-llfth of tbe entire casu- 
al itlea encountered by Lee's army. This 
enumeration doe.^ not include a num- 
ber captured on the field, of which there 
Is no peri'ectly 
trustworthy account

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Some Astounding Lossos. 


North Carolina was lepresenlfd at 


Gettysburg by at least seven organized 
btigttdea, Hoke'a, Peltigrew'a, Daniel's, 
Iverson's, Ilamaeur's, Lane'i, Scales, 
besides commands of artillery and cav- 
alry and a number of infantry regiments 
attached to other brigades. Stuart's 
Maryland brigade was largely composed 
of Nonh Carolina regiments. Our State 
must have had in line of battle at least 
32,000 to 15,000 men; in other words, 
nearly one-fifth of Lee's army at (iet. 
tysburg was composed ot North Caro- 
lina troops. Our losses are almost 
unique in the annala of modern war. 
This comprehensive statement can be 
impressively illustrated by specilie in- 
stances: Lane's North Carolina brigade 
on Julys lost 600 out of 1,300 men iu 
line, llohe's brigade, consisting of two 
regiments only, lost on July 1 and 2 
360. Iveraon's brigade or four regiments 
lost during the engagement 820. 
Pet- 


tigiew'u brigade lost on the 3d 1,100 out 
of],700, about 70 per cent, ot its entire 
force, besides encountering serious casu- 
alities in the battles of the two preced- 
ing days, 1st and 2d. Daniel's brigade 
of five regiments lost 91G, at least one- 
third of its available strength. 


Marvelous is the record of the Twenty- 


sixth North Carolina, originally com- 
manded by Gov. '/.. B. Vance. The 
Twenty-sixth engaged in the battle ot 
Gettysburg 900 strong. The regiment 
withdrew, numbering hardly more tiian 
100. No prisoners were captured. They 
bad lost in open light eight-ninths of 
their entire strength. This heroic record 


does not cease here^ Oftjriily a 'Com- 
pany F of the Twenty-sliith" Horth Car- 
olina carried Into the fight three officers 
and 88 men, everyone! of whom was 
killed or wounded. 


In Pickeil's Charge. 


Fifteen North Carolina regiments took 


part in the incomparably assault ot July 
3, which has passwl into history us 
"Plckett'fl Charge," The North Caro- 
lina troops advanced farther Into tbe 
works of the enemy pian those of any 
other State, and wera tbe last to retire 
from the Held they baa crowned with 
their valor. Every hillside, bam, or 
humble retreat was marked by tbe pies- 
ence of our wounded or dying. Our 
wounded lay in iuipniviaed hospitals ; 
our dead rested in humble uudesignated 
graves and blended with the indiscrimi- 


dust. 
Never In all the annals of 


all the ages had fklelily to a cause, de- 
votion to an imperishable conviction, so 
signalized itsell in heroic empire, brilli- 
ant achievement—Jeetls compared wllb 
which Waterloo, Wagramitnd Jialaklava 
idealized and glonlled by poetic grace 
and romantic halo, hide their diminished 
heads. 


Out of a white population of 030,000 


in 1800 North Carolina supplied to the 
armies of. the South ntloasi 120,000 men, 
or approximately ont-liltli of tbe entire 
military forces of the Confederacy dur- 
ing the period embraced in the Civil 
War. Her just or logical proportion 
would have been more nearly one-tenth 
than one fifth. 


Mr. Sheppn-d recalled many striking 


incidents of the Civil War which were 
intended to illustrate special acts of per. 
sonal heroism or humanity on tlie part 
of North Carolina troops. He himself 
assisted in saving the life of a Wiscon- 
colonel, who, having been shot iu the

There are 
many who tell of his devotion and cures. 
He was a well read man aud kept abreast 
of tbe thought of the times. Jle bad his 
convictions on all public questions which 
ha fearlessly stood to on every occasion. 
lie had the confidence! of hia community 
as it physician and thuir respact as a man.

All that was mortal of the young woman 


was laid away in a grave at Mt. Carinel 
Cemetery, last Saturday afternoon, servi- 
ces being held at her hito home at 2 o'clock, 
by the Rev. E. E. Blint. 


A Pint of Oil in Ihe Can, 


The accident which caused the young 


woman'e death occurred late Thursday 
afternoon. Beside Miss Lansinger at the 
glueing bench in the Julius factory was 
Miss Edna Sheely, 
They were pasting 


muslin hinges on cigar boxes. To melt 
the glue a one-burner oil stove was used. 
Noticing that the stove was nearly dry of 
oil, Mies Lansinger called Miss Julius' at- 
tention to it and th* latter at onca picked 
up the oil can, which is said not to' have 
contained more than a pint of oil. 


She blew out the wick and started to 


fill the stove which was on tho bench be- 
tween the two girls. Quick as a flash she 
saw that something was wrong and called 
to Miss Lausinger to run. 


But the explosion came before the words 


were out of the frightened girl's mouth. 
Miss Lansinger, hemmed in by the wall 
of tbe building at the ond of tho bench 
aud a pile of boxes behind her, leaped 
through the flames. In an instant she 
was ablaze. 
Her clothing had become 


saturated with the oil from the exploding 
can. Tho flames completely enveloped 
her as she ran, shrieking with agony, 
from tho building to Mr. Julius' back 
yard. 
Mrs. Julius oamo to her assistance, 


dashing water over the poor girl at the 
pump. Sue lay under the spout of the 
pump while the waterdrenched her. Mrs. 
Julius worksd the pump handle with tbe 
strength of a despairing woman, but when 
the flames were subdued every vestige of 
clothing had been burned from the child. 
Even her shoes wore burned from her 
feet. She rolled over the lawn in her 
agony and later, wrapped in blankets, was 
carried to her nome on a cot, a oharre d 
mass of suffering humanity. 


Told Her Paronls No! Io Cry. 


At her homo she regained her compos- 


ure while her parents and the attending 
physician, Dr. S. B. Weaver, did all that 
was possible, with tbe moat approved 
treatment and means, to save ber life, but 
to no avail. She died Friday morning at 
11.30o'clock, ten hours after the accident- 
She was conscious to the laet and toward 
the end suffered little pain. Just before 
she died she kissed her father and mother 
and begged them not to cry. 
She said she 


had no pain and her last words were 
spoken in an effort to comfort her stricken 
parents.

Hay Has Been Growing Nicely and the Late 


Crop Will Probably be a 


Large Ont. 


Tbe wheat harvest of 1903 has been 


about completed under most trying cir 
cuinstances. June was such an unuau 
all; wet mouth that, wheu the aun at 
last came out, the ground in the wheat 
fields waa BO sort that the binders sank 
into it. A. number of instances have 
been reported where extra horses had to 
be hitched to the binder in order to jml 
it out and several cases where the cut 
ting w*» abandoned till the grouurt 
dried. One farmer failed to get the 
binder out of the soft ground till he had 
hitched rive horses to it. 


Delay in cutting wss dangerous as 


the grain waa ripening so fast that 
•ome of it shelled on the stalk. How- 
ever this was reported in only a few in 
stances and from reports received most 
of the farmers got the grain into the 
barn or on stack without much shelling, 
Reports from various sections differ 
somewhat as to the size of the ciop, but 
the general impression is that it is a good 
one. It will probably run ahead of last 
year. 


Those farmers who did not try to make 


hay during the wet weather of June hit 
It about right as the hay has been grow 
Ing ai> a tine rate during the last two 
weeks and many farmers will harvest a 
good crop, fifty per cent, better than last 
year. Taken as a whole the farmeis of 
Adams county »eem to have every tea- 
aon to feel encouraged. Now if the 
price of wheat and hay stays up those 
who have plenty of the two will be fixed.

He also reports 
the grain of that locality well filled and 
of excellent quality. 


Our New Oxford correspondent writes 


of recent farm conditions as follows: 


' "Our farmers will long remember the 
harvest of 1903 nud in all probability 
it will be a harvest for them to refer to 
and to speak of to younger generations 
for years to come. Many say they have 
never harvested a crop under such diffi- 
culties, the fields being so soft from the 
many recent rains that it is hard for 
four and even live horses to pull a binder 
and are obliged to cradle in all low 
places. In some places the grain was 
skipped altogether. They mostly 
cut 


their grain in the forenoon, making hay 
and hauling grain in the afternoon. 
In 


this manner the harvest was gathered in 
1903."
